"Under Diocletian the senate became a 
political nonentity, the last traces of re­ 
publican institutions disappeared and were 
replaced by an absolute monarchy . . . auto- 
mmty gradually disappears, and the empire 
Is administered by a huge bureaucracy, en­ 
tirely dependent on th* emperor . . . His at­ 
tempted stabilisation of price* was a failure 
. . . he adorned the city with numerous 


b u ild in g s.’ 
Tho edict of Diocletian, by which the em ­ 
peror sought to achieve his altus for the 
prtnervation of the state, fixed prices for 
provisions and olher articles and the rate 
of wages, 
Fragm ent* of it, collected from 
various places and now preserved in mus­ 
eums, reveal also that Diocletian found It 
essential to stabilize Die monetary system, 
introducing a new unit of money with a 
fixed value. 
"The punishment for exceeding the prices 
fixed was death or deportation.'’ the Ency­ 
clopedia records. 
"The edict was a weel-iu- 
tended but abortive attempt to meet the 
distress caused by several bad harvests and 
commercial speculation. 
The actual effect 
was disastrous, ain' the edict soon fell into 
abeyance ’ 
Of Diocletian, it was recorded 
by an historian: 
"By his genius Augustus 
succeeded in restoring not only the sta t* 
hut also the prosperity of the people. Dio­ 
cletian aud Constantine sacrificed the inter­ 
est* of the people to the preservation of 
the state."
